Excursion to the Tenasserim— Voyage on a raft! 
—Baptism, and a church constituted at Te-| 
wah. 

27. Early this morning I started in company 
with br. Brayton for Tewah, a village on the 
Tenasserim. We go by land over the moun. 
tains—the route taken by br. Kincaid. After a 
toilsome march through jungles and over moun. | 
tains, we found ourselves, as the sun was going 
down, about halfway to our place of destination. 
The road not having been travelled for nearly a 
year was bad indeed ; we pitched our male te 
solitary woods by the side of a stream, and hav-

we found ourselves on the rocks, and once, with 
all my care, | found myselfin the water. Afier 
passing ten or fifteen miles in this manner, about 
sundown we reached Tewah. Last year br. 
Kincaid baptixed four at this place, who have re- 
moved to other villages, We found three con- 
verts and a good number of inquirers who had 
removed to this place last Veur. We had an as- 
sistant stationed here during last rains, Ten came 
forward for baptism. 

29. Early this morning we commenced the 
examination of the candidates, ‘They gave very 
good evidence of saving faith, and were received. 
We now repaired to the banks of the Tenasse- 
rim, Whose waters in this region seldom witness 
such scenes, when they joyfully put on Christ.— 
In the evening we constituted@them into a church, 
and gave to them the right hand of fellowship ; 
after which, we broke bread to this little flock.

Thave long been 
desirous of getting up a yearly meeting of this 
kind, but hesitated about mentioning the subject, 
fearing it would not succeed—the measure has 
taken well with the native brethren, and if we 
should have a good meeting it will become estab- 
lished. 

ll. Left this morning for Thing-boung, 
about one day’s walk in the direction of Tavey. 

12. Last evening, broke bread to this little 
church—a privilege they had not enjoyed fortwo 
years. Above twenty were present at the com. 
Two candidates were also received for 
baptism. This church has not the prospect of 
large additions, as there are but few Karens in 
the vicinity. Having spent the amount of time 
deemed expedient at Thing-boung, returned to 
Kabin on the 13th, 

21. Yesterday visited a village where a Bur- 
man has set himself up asa great teacher, and 
nas collected six or seven families of Karens,with 
a few Burmans, who pay the most strict attention 
to his reqnirements. We found a large zayat in 
which they assemble for deeds of darkness—it 


| was unlike any thing of the kind I have seen in 


the country—the outside was painted in a most 
singular manner, and the inside filled with vari- 
ous objects calculated to deceive the poor crea- 
tures whom he has deluded. 
prepared to oppose the gospel. His wife also set 
upon me witha flood of words that I could nei- 
ther understand fully nor attemptto answer. She 
was afraid that her husband would lose his stand. 
ing or not be able to maintain his argument. I 
left this village with a heavy heart ; these souls 
have fallen into crafty hands, and while this 
Burman lives, there is little hope of their attend- 
ing to the gospel. The location of this village is 
the most gloomy—far retired from any habita- 
tion, in the midst of a dense jungle—without one 
pleasant feature. 

A Karen Baptist Association constituted—An in- 

leresting season, 

27. The Christians from four distant villages 
have arrived to attend the meeting. Men,women 
and children have travelled over bad roads, some 
two days’ journey. Among the number were 
some whose grey hairs intimated that this would 
be the last general meeting they would attend in 
this world. At our evening worship, found our 
zayat full. 

98. Met at sunrise for prayer. At nine met 
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again, When letters were read from the churches, 
giving a short account of the state of religion, the 
number added, and their future prospects. ‘The 
church at Mazau reported twenty inquirers. This 
exercise being new, possessed much interest, My 
own heart was detply affected, not 80 mucty from 
what was passing before me, as from recollecting 
seasons of this kind enjoyed in my dear native 
land. Met again in the afternoon fur prayer,and 
in the evening for prenching. 

29. Afier a season of prayer, preached from 
Romans ix. 1.: ‘In’ this meeting the presence of 
the Holy Spirit was most evident—tears were 
flowing, one chief said that “his mother and two 
brothers were still unconverted, and requested 
prayers for them,”—others with much feeling re- 
quested prayers for their friends. Liave never 
in this country witnessed so much tenderness of 
feeling. {n the afiernoon, met to hear the expe- 
rience of a number of candidates who had reques. 
ted baptism; among the number, the head man 
of Tewah, who was not at home when we visited 
that village; his son, a bright lad of twelve or 
fourteen, was also among the number. 

Mareh 1. Sabbath. Six arose in our morn- 
ing meeting and requested the prayers of the peo- 
ple of Ged. At 12, we repaired to the river side, 
when eight including one Burman were baptized. 
The assembly that lined the banks being mostly 
Christians, manifested by their happy countenan- 
ces and the melody cf their sacred songs, the joy 
lof their hearts. Inthe evening we commemora. 
ted the dying love of Christ; over one hundred 
were present. 

2. Early this morning we all met and prayed 
and gave the parting hand, The brethren voted 
to hold another meeting at the same place, next 
year. 

Having now completed my labors in the jungle, 
[left Morgui. 
,a) this village (Kubin) and had a school of ten or

Luther Rice,

| HIS COURAGE AND PERSEVERANCE. 
Nothing but absolute necessity ever prevented 
chim from accomplishing any purpose which he 
had formed in his mind, or from fulfilling an en. 

In bis numerous 
jjourneys in. the South, he had frequently to 
icross deep and rapid streams, yet he appears 
inever to have been disconcerted by the threat.

‘ened impediment, or deterred from making the 
| passage, however dangerous. Atone time, on 
approaching a stream, he perceived by the tur- 
bid state of the water, that it could not be forded 
without some danger, he left hishorse and sulky 
on the bank, and plunged into the river. Just as 
the water reached his neck, he found himsel! 
approaching the opposite shore; he then re- 
turned, and with his horse and carriage, dashed 
through the foaming flood. At another 
fea a similar oceasion, discovering that he could 
jnot keep his books, papers, and other baggage 
jdry, if he swam his horse and sulky through the 
water, he disengaged his horse from the vehicle, 
jand with portions of lis books, crossed the 
stream thirteen times, and then, wet as he was, 
/pursued his journey. Once, when he came toa 
| very deep and rapid river on which stood a mill, 
‘he called to the miller to help him over. 
'“Help you over ?” said the man with astonish. 
ment, *‘you will not be able to cross that river 

“Yes [ shall,” said Rice, “if you will 
lhelp me.” Immediately alighting he commenced 
‘operations, He first took one wheel off the 
sulky and carried it through the miil; he took 
off the other, and transported that in the same 
way. Afterwards, by the aid of the milier, he 
carried the body of the sulky through. Bya 
‘number of successive trips, he conveyed over the 
‘harness and the baggage, then mounting his 
|horse he swam him through the river, and again 
went on his way to secure the object to which 
‘he had devoted his life. Upon another occa- 
\sion, a friend sent him in his carriage to a place 
where he wasto be met by another; but the 
letter failing to meet him, our deceased brother 
pursued his journey on foot, carrying with him 
‘a small trunk, A part of this journey was per- 
formed through a long and dreary swamp. 
Being asked by his friends, sometime after, if he 
did not feel afraid while passing through the 
swamp on foot and alone, he replied, * | thought 
of nothing but the object which was before me.” 
Thus while many of the professors of religion, in 
the full enjoyment of the comforts and even lux- 
uries of life, surrounded by domestic and social 
privileges of the highest order, were discussing 
the grave question whether the few dollars con. 
tributed at the earnest solicitation of “Rice,” 
would go to enrich the agent, or find their way 
to the promised destination, he, the subject of 
these speculations, was pursuing his weary way, 
perhaps wet, cold, and hungry. 

HIS SELF-DENIAL. 


Not only did he labor for.many years before 
his death without a salary, but he scrupulously 
avoided the expenditure of a cent, if he could 
avoid it. He has been often known to travel 
eight or ten-miles out of the way to avoid the 
charge of a ferry. If he could not reach a 
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brother’s house in time todine, he would travel 
on till night, rather than incut the expense of a 
dinner. Often has he been known to commence 
his journey by four o'clock jn the miorhing, 
heartily partaking of the food provided by the 
affectionate cure of some Christian sister’ the 
mght before.” I have been frequentiy informed, 
that he would not, if possible, expend a dollar in 
clothing, and that he was not unfrequently rag. 
ged, sv much so, indeed, that he was fegarded 
by some as an object of charity. Nis horse and 
equipage were in good keeping with his person. 
al appearance. T have been told that his har- 
hess was 80 tied and patched, that when it was 
oll the hurse, it was a difficult mutter to get it 
on; and when on, it was no easy task to take it 
off. His sulky also was tied and bound together 
with cords and straps, and so unwilling were 
the different parts to cohere, that he was fre. 
quently compelled to Jash them into obedience. 
And now the question arises, Why did Luther 
Rice often go in rags, and almost barefoot? Why 
did he frequently travel the whole day without 
eating? To save money for himself? No; but 
that every cent, not to say every dollar, might go 
|to discharge the obligations which had been in- 
(earree Oh! how will many of his slanderers 
}meet this holy and devoted man, another day.

Haven, recalled our attention to the notice, and 
reminded us that we had unwittingly leat our 
columns to both a positive and a constructive as- 
persion of a kindred institution with a similar 
name—to wit, The American and Foreign Bible 
Society. This communication, which is well and 
vigorously written, seemed to us intended not 
more for the refutation of the alledged aspersions 
of the “notice” than to invite a controversy, 
which would soon compel us to give up our col- 
umns to the exclusive use of Baptist and Pado- 
Baptist theologians, And yet we were willing 
that both sides should be heard; but strongly 
averse to encouraging a heated controversy. In 
this dilemma, a card by the Agent of the aggriev- 
ed institution, opportunely appeared in the N. J. 
Herald; and this, after consultation with a rev- 
erend friend, we have transferred to our paper,in 
the hope that it may be received as a full atone- 
ment for any sin which in the premises we may 
have ignorantly committed. At all events here 
the matter must rest, so far as we are concerned. 
We are not conscious of having committed any 
offence ; and cannot therefore, be expected to be 
much moved by a spirit of contrition. We charge 
nothing for publishing notices for religious or 
charitable purposes—we do it from mere friendli- 
ness of feeling, and not to excite ill-will. Neith- 


we were capltious our motives might be question- 
ed. Hereafter, however, we shall be more cir- 
cumspeet ; and if we find any thing cbjectionable 
(or any thing which may, as in the present in- 
stance, be construed into an imputation which we 
are assured was not intended,) we shall follow 
the dictates of our own judgment, as inflexibly 
as we do in relation to matters of a less excitable 
character.”

I observed in the Herald of the 18th of Jan. a 
communication from H. Mattison, agent for the 
Amer. Bible Society, calling the attention to the 
fact that there are two distinct organizations in 
the U, S. for the circulation of the Scriptures, 
bearing titles so similar, that one might easily be 
mistaken for the other. 

That one of them, recently organized by the 
Baptists, called “The Amer. and Foreign Bible 
Socieiy,” is strictly denominational, whose Bi- 
bles differ from the common English Bibles, par- 
ticularly on the subject of baptism. ‘The pub. 
lie attention is called to this fact, that those who 
wish to aid the Baptists, should not by mis. 
take, contribute to the other suciety, and vice 
versa. 

“It seems important,” says brother Mattison, 
“tocall the attention toa fact which seems to have 
been overlooked.” We concur with him thus 
far, but the importance would have been better 
understood, had he stated, at length, the cause of 
separation, or the indispensable necessity of a 
separate organization, on the part of the Bap- 
lists. 

The first society was formed in New York, in 
1816, the Baptists being one of seven denomina- 
tious who composed that society. The last was 
organized, in the sangéplace, in 1836. The for. 
mer society, he says, circulates no present autho. 
rized English version, on the broad ground of 
concentrating the energies of all orders of chris- 
/tians ; and had he added that the latter does al- 
so,and that on/y, in the English language, it 
would have been equally true, and this broad 
ground been still maintained, it would have pre. 
veuted the necessity of a second organization,the 
real cause of which was not noticed in Mr. Mat- 
tison’s communication, but the time seems to 
have arrived when an explanation is demanded. 

The constitution of the original society requir. 
ed that all missionaries under its auspices, shonld 
| in their translations into foreign languages, ex- 
press the mind of the Holy Spirit as near as pos- 
sible, This the Baptists have always been faith. 
ful to do, and the terms relating to baptism, have 
been, by them, invariably translated in terms sig 
nifying immersion, But owing to their success in 
Hindoostan and to the fact that the Pedobaptists 
lost many of their converts, the Baptists, for the 
first time, in 1832, were refused by the Pedo-. 
baptists in Culeutta; in 1834, by the British and 
Foreign Bible society, and in 1836, by the Amer- 
ican Bible society ; not for want of funds, for their 
respective Treasuries were overflowing, not be- 
cause the Baptists were entitled to no more aid, 
for the American Bible society, in particular, had 
received nearly $100,000 of the Baptists more 
than they had drawn out, but simply because mir- 
sionaries had strictly adhered to the original con- 
stitution, Still there,was one proviso fur the Bap- 
tists, but not until they bad,contrary tothe repeated 
remonstrances of the Baptists,so altered their orig. 
inal constitution that they should still receive their 
patronage, provided they would so fur conform 
to King James’ version—instead of expressing 
the mind of the Holy Spirit, a8 near as possible 
that it could be consistently used in all their schools 
and churches. 

It is true that our society is strictly denomina- 
tional, but we were compelled so to be from 
the fact, that we could not conscientiously comply 
with the requisition of an altered constitution. Ju 
no instance do our Bibles differ from others ex- 
cept in foreign languages. So far from our soci- 
ety being almost exclusively patronized by Bap. 
tists, Moravians, Presbyterians, Congregational. 
ists, have in many instances, contributed under- 
standingly to the new organization.

If we can admit the testimony of twoor three 
witnesses, to substantiate a fact with regard to 
ordinary subjects, why are we not bound tu admit 
the testimony of a cloud of witnesses, whose char- 
acters are unexceptionable, as respects their ve- 
racity, when they so nearly agree in testimony 
with regard to a certain animal they have seen, 
especially when we can assign no other cause for 
our disbelief, than that we have not seen him our- 
selves? 

Historians inform us of land serpents superior 
in length to any accounts | have seen of the sea 
serpent. Pliny mentions one that attacked the 
Roman army under Regulus, which, when slain, 
measured 120 feet in length. In Lucan’s Pharsa- 
lia, we find aecounts of immense land serpents, 
with whichthe Roman army contended, and which 
proved the destruction of many soldiers. Sailors 
brought us accounts many years since, of discov- 
ering serpents in the South seas, whose length ap. 
peared immense. Dr. Johnson (I think itis) de- 
fines the exercise of right reason to be the follow. 
ing: ‘Not to believe, without sufficient evidence, 
and to believe, upon sufficient evidence.’ 1 im- 
agine we have had sufficient evidence of the ex- 
istence of the serpent alluded to; it is therefore, 
according to the definition, the exercise of right 
reason to believe it. 

My design in the following remarks is, to at- 
tempt to prove that this species of Serpents is the 
Leviathan of the scriptures. The most particu- 
lar description of the Leviathan is contained in 
the 41st chap.of Job, That the writer could 
have no allusion to the whale, as is commonly 
supposed, is evident from the examination of a 
few verses : ‘Shall thy companions make a ban- 
quet of him ? shall they part him among the mer- 
chants ? 
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rod,’ . How erile the idea, 
that this was an ape ; and equally ludicrous would 
such a franslation be, in any other. passage in 
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which it occurs, though no less that thirty ronal 


is the word nachash rendered serpent in the Old 
Testament, and ophis fourteen times in the New.— 
This must have the same meaning with nachash, 
because quoted by inspiration, viz. 2 Cor. x1 3. 
‘As (ophis)theserpent beguiled Eve through his 
subtility.’ 


It is a matter of astonishment that a man of Dr.

And the serpent cast out of his mouth water as a 
flood after the woman. And the earth—swal. 
lowed up the flood which the dragon cast out of 
hismouth, (The eriginal is the same, drakone 
and ophis.) 

The verse then in Isaiah 27th, before mention- 
ed, will now read, Leviathan, that extended ser- 
pent, even Leviathan, that folding serpent that is 
in the sea, (or, the sea serpent,) will the Lord 
punish by slaying him, with a great and strong 
sword.

[He says, ‘they threw a piece of hog’s flesh on a 
large hook into the Nile; the fishermen drew it 
on shore, threw dirt in its eyes, and killed it.’ 1 
have myself raised one from the ground, and held 
him up with a rope tied to a piece of fresh meat, 
and flung inhismouth, though he at thesame time, 
had another round his neck and fastened to a pos). 
I mention this to show that it is as easy to take a 
crocodile with a book as any fish whatever. Oth. 
er texts in the same chapter, and elsewhere, might 
be adduced, which are equally conclusive.

Every 
one who has the least knowledge of a crocodile, 
knows that all his motions are extremely slow and 
clumsy. It is evident, therefore, that the Levia- 
than is notthe Crocodi/e. It now remains to be 
proved that the Leviathan is a Serpent ; and then 
to compare his character with that of the sea 
serpent alluded to. 

In Isaiah xxvii. 1, we read, ‘In that day the 
Lord with his sure and great and strong sword, 
shall punish Leviathan, the piercing Scrpent, even 
the Leviathan, that crooked Serpent,’ or it might 
more literally be rendered, Leviathan, the exten- 
ded serpent, even the Leviathan, that folding or 
winding serpent, (nachash gnaklathon) an epithet 
that cannot apply to any other animal than the 
serpent. Though] am aware that Dr. Adam 
Clarke, and others of less note who have adopted 
his opinion, believe the word nachash, here ren- 
dered serpent, means an ape, baboon, or ourang- 
outang, as it is the same word for serpent which 
tempted Eve. And from its conversing with Eve, 
they attempt to inform us that ‘Eve must have 
been frightened,’ &c. &c. (not thinking that ‘fear 
brings torment,’ which could pot bein Paradise.) 
They further state, ‘that it could not have been 
a serpent, because the serpent never eats dust.’ 
Let us refer to scripture on this subject, Micah, 
vii. 17, ‘They shall lick the dust like a serpent.’ 

The word nachash is almost the only word ren- 
dered serpent throughout the Old Testament ; and 
ophis, which has precisely the same meaning in 
the New Testament, ‘And Moses cast his rod 
on the ground, and it became (nachash) a serpent. 
He then put forth his hand and caught it by the

Curist or no Repvration : A Sermon preached at 
the public recognition of the West Baptist Church, 
Providence, R. [., in the meeting house of the 
Roger Williams Church, on Thursday, October 1, 
1840. By C. W. Denison. 

This is a Discourse founded on Philipp. 2: 5-8. 
The preacher enumerates sundry interesting and im- 
portant particulars in which Christ was made of no 
reputation, as in his parentage, birth, &c., and pro- 
ceeds to the consideratiun of the fo!lowing important 
sentiments which he considers as taught in the text: 

I. The followers of Christ must consent to be made 
like him, of no reputation. 

II. Their only permanent joy shall result from 
their being thus like Christ. 

Under the first head, he says, “the followers of 
Christ must consent to be of no reputation for wisdom, 
—worldly prudence—of no reputation as lovers of 
peace,” &c. 

On the whole, we think this Discourse contains 
much interesting and important truth, and we con- 
sider it calculated to be useful.

his people. It has not been by Wonderful and mirac. 
ulous exhibitions of his power, without regard to the 
spiritual condition of his people, but through the in- 
strumentality of his people themselves, that the Lord 
has hitherto conferred his special favors on Zion. It 
has always been true, that when Christians were en- 
grossed with their worldly concerns—-pleased and 
vontented to dwell in their “ceiled houses,” the 
house of God has lain waste: but when they have 
had a mind to work, the wall has been built, even in 
“troublous times.” 

21. The belief that God had appointed times when 
he would certainly favor Zion, by reviving his work, 
would naturally lead to sloth and inactivity on the 
part of Christians. If, say they, there are set times 
for the Lord to revive his work, all our efforts, unless 
made at these appointed seasons, will be unavailing. 
And if there are such appointed seasons, why, Zion 
will be favored, the church quickened, and sinners 
converted, whether we are active or idle. 

3d. The belief that the Lord has set times to favor 
Zion, would imply that the church could not expect 
to enjoy the special favor of God except at ihese set 
times. This idea could hardly be reconciled With 
the promises he has made to his people. The spirit- 
ual blessings which he bestows upon them, individu- 
ally or collectively, are realized when they are sought 
in the way he has prescribed. Those who hunger 
and thirst after righteousness, are filled. Those who 
‘ask aright, receive. And according to the faith of 
Christians, it is done unto them. And whenever the 
| people of God have humbled themselves, and sought 
‘the Lord with all their hearts, they have received 
special tokens of his favor. And I hazard the asser- 
tion that these seasons of refreshing have uniformly 
continued just as long as Christians have continued 
humble and faithful. 

4th. The Bible I think does not sustain the belief 
that God has any set times to favor Zion. The time 
to bless his people with him is ever present. He 
ever takes pleasure in his church, and is a wall of 
fire round about it, and the glory in her midst. The 
salvation of souls, and the sanctification of his chosen 
ones, is a work in which he is continually engaged, 
nor will he ever relinquish it until the topstone of the 
spiritual temple is brought forth with shoutings— 
grace, grace, unto it. 

It is admitted that there are times and seasons 
when God does favor Zion, by the outpouring of his 
Spirit, to quicken Christians, and convert sinners,— 
and the opinion probably prevails to some extent, 
that revivals must be periodical, But the fact that 
revival blessings are enjoyed at more or less distant 
intervals, is to be attributed, | apprehend, not so 
| much to the absolute purpose of God, as to the faith- 
fulness of Christians. The Psalmist in his affliction 
thus pleads with God. “ But thou, O Lord, shalt en- 
dure forever, and thy remembrance to all genera- 
tions. Thou shalt arise and have mercy upon Zion, 
for the time to favor her, yea the set time is come.” 
And why did he suppose that the time, even the set 
time, to favor had come! The reason is given. 
“For thy servants take pleasure in her stones, and 
favor the dust thereof.” And when at the present 
day we see a church, or any community of Chris- 
tians becoming engaged in the things of religion, we 
confidently expect that the time to favor and bless 
|them is at hand. 
promises of God’s mercitul visitations to his people 
are conditional, and that the conditions are obedience 
| to his commands, and devotion to his service. And 
jas God confers his special favors upon his people, 
through the medium of human instrumentality, there 
| must of necessity be an important connexion between 
‘the effurts of Christians, and the realized blessings”

| Every generation is inclined to consider their own 
times remarkable. Certainly every successive peri.

| the preceding to review, and its attainments to bene- 
| fit. As the enterprising traveller dashes through 
untrodden prairies, conversing with new objects, and 
making new discoveries, so the present age is ad- 
vancing in discoveries and improvements; while 
“The eye ie not satisfied with seeing, nor the ear 
with hearing.”” Notwithstanding genius and learn- 
ing are bearing onward on matter in all the improve- 
ments of art, and almost urging mechanical appara- 
tus by mental power instead of steam, and other phys- 
ical forces; still the improvement of mind, clearing 
| obstructions from the vision, and fitting the reason- 
ing powers to weigh arguments correctly, is more 
interesting, more glorious, than all the splendid 
works and machinery in the world. 

When men engage in a destructive battle, it may 
be questioned whether matter or mind is most tri- 
‘umphant.

Mr. Eprror.—How strikingly true is the passage of 
Scripture which declares,that “in the midst of life we are in 


“Death loves a shining mark.” Both these solemn truths 
were exemplified yesterday morning, by the suddenand un. 
expected death of Judge Barbour. He sat upon the bench 
of the Supreme Court of the United States but the day be- 
fore, and retired to rest in the evening, in usual health and 
unusual cheerfuluess. But lo! in the morning, he was 
fuund in his bed, lying cold and motivnless in the embrace of 
death! What a warning is this, for all to be prepared, the 
high as well as the low, the learned as well as the igno. 
rant, None, none are exempt from the shafts of death 
—trom the sudden and unexpected shafts of death, it may 
be. 

The Supreme Court adjourned yesterday morning over 
to Monday, immediately after convening—the Chief Justice 
having announced the event as a painful one, without com. 
ment. To-day, both Houses of Congress, and the surviving 
Judges of the Supreme Court, together with a considerable 
number of citizens and strangers, assembled in the Court 
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On Wednesday, Mr. Adams oceupied four hours, at the 
bar of the Supreme Court, in pleading the cause of the Am- 
istad captives. He is to finish his plea on Monday. The 
Court room was well filled on the occasion—and filled with 
such auditors as Mr. Clay, Mr. Crittenden, &¢., among 
others. He stated that he knew of no law applicable to 
the case of his elienta, except that of our declaration of in- 
dependence,two copies of which always hung in that room, 
the law of nature, and of nature's God. He believed we 
had no right to interfere with them at all; that Spain 
had no right to demand them of us; that they had gained 
their independence, and were entitled to it; that the men 
who caused the arrest of Montez and Ruiz were friends of 
human kind, friends of human liberty, unwilling to sce for. 
ty human beings deprived of their liberty, and burnt at the 
stake, and that when in the dying hour of Montez, the 
ghosts of the sixteen victims of his i/l.treatment, who had 
already found premature graves, should pass before his 
couch; he would exclaim; **O, how will they press upon 
my soul to.morrow!” As you may well suppose, the 
speech was exceedingly impressive,and commanded breath- 
less attention , 

On Sunday afternoon last, I attended by invitation, a 
temperance meeting at (Georgetown, at the Protestant 
Methodist chapel. I occupied a portion of the time, and 
Mr. Barnes, agent of the Young Men’s Temperance Soci- 
ety, the remainder. At the close of the exercises, eighty 
names were obtained tu the pledge of total abstinence. In 
the evening there was a tremendous turn out at the Catho. 
lic Temperance meeting on Capitol Hill, in this city. It 
was estimated that 2,000 persons were present. Nuotwith- 
standing so many names have been recently taken by 
the Catholics in this city, about 200 were taken on this oc. 
casion.

she therefore felt of her hands very eagerly while 
her countenance assumed an expression of in- 
tense interest—she became very pale, and then 
suddenly red—hope seemed struggling with dou st 
and anxiety,and never were contending emotions 
more strongly painted upon the human face. At 
this moment of painful uncertainty, the mother 
drew her closer to her side, and kissed her fond- 
ly, when at once the truth flashed upon the child 
and all mistrust and anxiety disappeared from her 
flushed face, as, with an expression of ex- 
ceeding joy, she eagerly nestled in the bosom 
of her parent, and yielded herself to her fond 
embraces. 

After this, the beads were all unheeded, the 
playthings which were offered to her were utter- 
ly disregarded ; her playmates, fur whom but a 
moment before she gladly left the stranger, now 
vainly strove to pull her from her mother, and 
though she yielded her usual instantaneous obe- 
dience to my signal to follow me, it was evidently 
with painful reluctance. She clung close to me, 
as if bewildered and fearful,and when,afier a mo- 
ment, I took her to her mother, she sprang to her 
arms, and clung to her with eager joy. 

I had watched the whole scene with intense 
interest, being desirous of learning from it all I 
could of the workings of her mind,but I now left 
them to indulge unobserved those delicious feel. 
ings, which those who have known a mother’s 
love may conceive, but which cannot be express. 
ed. 

The subsequent parting between Laura and 
her mother, showed alike the affection, the intel- 
ligence, and the resolution of the child, and was 
thus noticed at the time :— 

“Laura accompanied her mother to the door, 
clinging close to her all the way, until they ar- 
rived at the threshold, where she paused and felt 
around, to ascertain who was near her.
